Bennett Invitation 


Federal-Provincial 
Parley for West? 


OTTAWA (CP) — Parliament recessed until April 
23 Wednesday night after approving appropriations of 
about $1,400,000,000 for the government 

The adjournment will be a hectic one for Liberals, 
who choose a successor to Prime Minister Pearson next 
week at a leadership convention here. 

The recess came after the House approved supple¬ 
mentary spending estimates for a number of govern¬ 
ment departments and also voted money to meet day- 
to-day bills during the recess. 

Tha two money bills won 
passage, whipped 
through the Senate, and then 
were given royal assent by Mr. 
Justice Gerald Fauteux of the 
Supreme Court of Canada. 

Fauteux was acting tor Gov¬ 
ernor-General Michener. 

Also given royal assent were 
amendments to the Income Tax 
Act, the National Housing Act, 
the Canada Deposit Insurance 
Act and the Immigration Act. 

NEW SURTAX 

The amendments institute a 
3-per-oent curtax an person¬ 
al income; Increase the amount 
an individual can barrow under 
the Housing Act, and eliminate 
barriers against entry into'Can¬ 
ada by immigrants who have 
had a mental illness but are 
cured. 

The Canada Deposit Insur¬ 
ance Aot amendment brings the 
federal plan into line with one 
in Quebec.

Premier Bennett has called 
for a full-scale federal-provin¬ 
cial conference following the 
liberal leadership convention 
and suggested it be held in 
British Columbia.

Buxxeatlnc that tha Army becAuae of ha rahotoua back¬ 
ground and lta alleged duplication of welfare anvicea, 
la not making aa valuable a contribution to the com¬ 
munity as other group favored with grant* 

Anyone who knows the Salvation Army knows 
that this la not true. The Army fUh aavoral comers 
In the welfare picture that are not cowed by other 
groups. 

The rehabilitation of ateoholfca under the Harbor 
Lights dlvlalon la the only one of Its kind la the area, 
and here accommodation for 23 parsons is provided by 
the Army, and tha results both through phyrical and 
religious care have been highly gratifying. 

The handling sf trasrtenta i» another area in 
which the Army haa no fecal rival hi the Man's Social 
Service Centra 49 h on li ne men are catered far every 
night, and there la never a vacant space. The rehabili¬ 
tation work here iriutRs net only la provision of meals 
but also in p rovkttng work far theae unfortunate people 
to do. 

A third arm in w h ic h da Salvation Army leads 
the welfare group la In care ter the aged. Matson 
Lodge provides 140 placas ter old people of both sexes; 
its Sunset Lodge bourns 29 female senior detains, and 
at Cobble Hill It haa a teaptel for tha aged and ill 
housing 35 persona 

In addition the Anny cares for the unwed mother, 
and of these 45 were handled last year on Vancouver 
Island at a cost of 910,000. 

The Army also loads the welfare field in its 
services to those facing criminal charges, under a rrest, 
in prison and penitentiaries in addition to sharing 
with the John Howard Society the task of rehabili¬ 
tating discharged prisoners. 

The grave harm to the Salvation Army is not the 
rejection, or deferring of Its grant request, but the 
inference by the Greater Victoria intennuzddpal com¬ 
mittee that it is not fulfilling a Vital role in the care 
of the submerged tenth, and that its religious aims art 
misplaced. 

Over the years the Salvation Anny has received 
locally very little municipal support Its last grant 
from the city at Victoria was for 9500 In 1668; from 
Saanich it received 9150 in 1964 and the last payment 
from Oak Bay was for 9100 fn 1960. From Esquimalt, 
Central and Northern Saanich and Sidney it has no 
record of grants reedved. 

It is true that from the city It has received direct 
payments In regard to services to transients on a con¬ 
tractual basis, but otherwise it has had few favors. 

It may be that the lade of enthusiasm at the 
municipal level stems from the fact that the Salvation 
Army has declined to loin the United Appeal, and that 
its mmnai Red Shield campaign usually meets or 
betters its target 

Nonet heieaa the rejection of the Anny ft favor' 
of many oeher organizations, which do less 
unpleasant and less necessary tasks, should be a matter 
for the conscience of the munldpal authorities.

But common sense delates that a service that 
goes out to meet youth and its discontents and its 
rebellions, to counter antagonism with sympathetic help 
and guidance, is apt to be the most effective means of 
heading off trouble before it really begins. And, for 
those who would count money against damaged lives, 
such a program would not have to heed off much 
trouble to be worth Its price in dollars, not when the 
substantial police and court costs of dealing with 
wrong-doing youth and the expense of corrective 
detention are placed in the balance. 

The Helmet Law 

r E BEHAVIOR of the motorcyclists who drove in 
convoy to the Legislative Buildings to p rotes t the 
compulsory helmet law was impressive. 

Their r!de-4n w«a quiet end bustnessfike. However 
it Is difficult to view their demonstration with equal 
admiration. 

The new law is basically for their own protection. 
Motorcyclists, Just because they ride on two wheels, 
not four, are no more Immune to accidents than 
motorists. In fact the odds are that they might suffer 
more because they are more vulnerable. 

The crash helmet gives protection to one of the 
danger spots of the body—the head. If a motor¬ 
cyclist tnkpg a spill there is a strong chance that he 
will strike his heed on the pavement. 

MotorcycKng in Canada is comparatively new com¬ 
pared with some European countries. There it has 
often been said that deaths, caused by head injuries 
among motorcyclists, could have been drastically cut 
if helmets had been worn. 

The helmet ia the same type of safety measure as 
the motorist’s harness. It may be less than masculine 
to take such precautions, but if they will save lives, 
then it becomes a question of wisdom and maturity— 
not a matter of'pride. 

It is a pity, naturally, that a law has been passed 
to enforce helmet-wearing. It is much more preferable 
for individuals to make their own choice without being 
coerced by government But if they will not take 
steps to save their lives, then someone should do it 
for them.

Arab Guerrilla Backlash Expected 

Israel Braced for Defence

From Tel Aviv 
Israel is steeling itself for 
an all-out-offensive by Arab 
guerrilla* in an apparent 
backlash from the massive 
assault on their bases in 
Jordan last week. Officials 
here seem In no mood to take 
any more raid* without hitting 
back. 


Top-level discussions are 
believed to be under way to 
plan how to meet ary threat. 
Sources predict action may 
reach its peak around Israel's 
independence day May 2. 

Although any large-scale 
action similar to the massive 
punch against guerrilla bases 
in Jordan last Thursday could 
plunge the Middle East Into 


Britain’s throwing away of 
her one trump card through 
announcing in advance that 
force would never be used 
against Rhodesians. 

What hope there seemed to 
be at the time of independ¬ 
ence in October, 1964, of a 
happier relationship between 
Zambia's 4,000,000 Africans 
and the 70,000 non-Africans 
(30,000 of them Britons) has 
clearly gcsie for good. 

The blunt truth is that a 
great many Britons here 
today, certainly the majority, 
not only have a considerable 
contempt for Zambia's Afri¬ 
cans but also make little or no 
attempt to conceal it; at the 
same time they seem to be 
unaware that the Macks at all 
levels know perfectly well 
what the prevailing white 
attitude is. 

However, the Africans 
realize that they will not be 
able to run their country 
without white help for a long 
time to come, and the two 
races seem to be making the 
best of a distasteful but in 
many cases financially 
rewarding partnership. 

There is a certain amount 
of rather artificial mbdng of 
races in bars, hotels and the 
like which comes as a shock 
immediately after the strict 
segregation in Rhodesia. But 
on the whole the races go In 
for voluntary segregation out 
of working hours. 

It is significant that the

Ten-Nation Parley Opens Tomorrow 

France Likely to Launch 
Bid for Monetary Reform 


By HAROLD MORRISON, from London 

The world’s shaky money system facet a 
fresh challenge in Sweden this week and 
many gold speculators are playing a hunch 
something will go wrong—that France will 
throw a mankeywrench Into the works. 

The French position at the two-day 10- 
country Stockholm meeting beginning Friday 
will be important but the experts suggest it 
won’t be crucial. 

There appears to be a general feeling 
among monetary authorities the world is 
moving towards acceptance of an additional 
form of credit to finance world trade and 
that Stockholm may turn out to be a land¬ 
mark in that direction. 

* ★ ★ 

What the finance ministers and their 
central bankers will attempt at Stockholm is 
to put the finishing touches to an agreement 
for establishing so-called special drawing 
rights which will allow members of the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund an additional line of 
credit to finance international business. 

Once confidence is established in these 
special drawing rights, they would take their 
place alongside gold. U.S. dollars and British 
sterling in the official monetary reserves of 
member countries. The pressure on the exist¬ 
ing system would be eased and all the dark 
predictions that the money system is about 
to collapse would disappear—at least for the 
moment. 

★ * * 

The trouble with the Stockholm gather¬ 
ing is that development at an additional line 
of credit may not by itself cure the world's 


monetary tremors. Confidence has been 
shaken. A number of governments have al¬ 
lowed national debts to soar, adding to to»- 
flatianary pressures. 

They have financed international trad¬ 
ing with money at declining value and have 
allowed large quantities of such money to 
flood the world through the form of pay¬ 
ments deficits. 

To this extent French argument in favor 
of monetary reform is considered wise coun¬ 
sel in Europe and other parts of the world. 
The U.S. must tighten its belt and reduce its 
spending abroad if world confidence in the 
dollar is to be restored. 

♦ ★ ★ 

France, of course, knows that this Is 
easier said than done. If the U.S. suddenly 
slashed its imports, a number of exporting 
countries, including Canada, would get the 
shakes. 

An alternative measure, by which a 
number of countries would speed up tariff 
cuts on American goods, might help U.S. ex¬ 
ports and thereby reduce the payments defi¬ 
cit, but France maintains it is "illogical” to 
ask Western Europe to bear the burden of re¬ 
dressing the U.S. balance this way. The U.S. 
must take parallel action at home to ensure 
that it Intends to live within its means. 

★ ★ ★ 

Among the experts this could not be con¬ 
sidered an unreasonable request In view of 
the importance of the American dollar in 
world trade. A number of experts suggest 
France is politically motivated in her de¬ 
mands and tills might indicate she intends 
to obstruct action at Stockholm.

Increased grants to school 
boards, universities and post¬ 
secondary colleges helped jump 
spending on education by 5103,- 
000,000 to a total of more than 
5706,000,000 or 25.6 per cent of

MORE ON HEALTH 
Spending on health will be In¬ 
creased by more than 537,- 
000,000 to 5643,000,000. The In¬ 
crease Is earmarked for the 
province’s hospital Insurance 
program, expected to cost more 
than 5463,500,000 in 1968-69. 

An overhaul of welfare legis¬ 
lation will help increase spend¬ 
ing on welfare by more than 
539.000,000 to about 5407,000.000 
or 14.8 per cent of total govern¬ 
ment expenses. 

ROAD BOOM

■et up the Committee of 
Moslem Bachelors, and sent a 
delegation to the Ministery of 
Religious Affairs in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

The committee’s spokesman 
told a press conference that 
hundreds of young Arab males 
in Israel are doomed to 
perpetual bachelorhood by the 
skyrocketing mohar inflation. 

He blamed the parents of 
Moslem brides in Israel for 
upping prices way out of an 
average bachelor's reach, 
forcing their daughters to 


marry wealthy widowers or 
divorced property owners. 

Israeli officials replied they 
were well aware of the 
situation, but could not force 
the parent* of marriageable 
girls to lower what they 
regarded as the just value of 
their daughters. 

The Ministry of Religious 
Affairs persuaded the Israeli- 
Arab Bank to grant special 
“mohar mortgages’* to pros¬ 
pective grooms, repayable in 
10 to 15 years at 11 per cent 
annual interest.

Highway Truck Drivers 
Given 60 -Hour Week 


OTTAWA (CP) — Highway 

truck drivers for companies 
under federal jurisdiction will 
be limited to 60 regular hours of 
work a week under a special 
order-in-council announced 
Wednesday by Labor Minuter 
Nicholson. 

The provision, an exception 
from the federal labor eode’s 
provision of a 40-hour week, will 
apply for three years from July 
1 of this year. 

The 6Miour standard will be 
based on six 10-hour days. In 
cases where employers prefer 


to average the work week over 

13 or more weeks, this average 
must not exceed 55 regular 
hours. 

Time may be worked beyond 
these standards in emergency 
situations or In exceptional cir¬ 
cumstances where a permit is 
obtained from the labor depart¬ 
ment. 

The interprovincial trucking 
industry has had a deferment 
from die labor code’* houre-of- 
wortr section ever since the code 
came into force nearly three 
years ago.

Hughes’ Casino Plans 
Put Off for Month 


LAS VEGAS (UPD - Indus¬ 
trialist Howard Hughes, who 
amassed Nevada’s biggest gam¬ 
bling empire in less than a 
year, applied to the state 
Wednesday to take over two 
more Las Vegas “strip" 
casinos, but was unexpe c tedly 
put off for a month. 

The three-man Gaming Con¬ 
trol Board refused to act 
Wednesday on Hughes' applica¬ 
tion* to operate casinos at the 
Stardust Hotel and the Silver 
Slipper. Hughes purchased the 
two resorts this week for 
136,000,000. 

★ * ★ 

The Hughes applications were 
filed with the state two hours 
before the board was scheduled 
to meet. A recommendation 
from toe Gaming Control Board 
is required in all gambling 
licenses before toe five-man 
gaming commission Is allowed 
to make the final decision. 

“In this case, no emergency 
exists and toe (Hughes) applica¬ 
tions will be placed on the April 
24 agenda," said board chair¬ 


man Frank Johnson. Minutes 
before the one-hour meeting 
adjourned, Johnson called a 
recess to accept a 30-mlnute 
telephone call. 

Observers speculated that 
Gov. Paul Laxalt attempted to 
persuade Johnson on the trie- 
phone to act on the Hughes 
applications immediately, but a 
spokesman denied it

A 46-hour week will also be 
established for mechanics, city 
drivers, dispatchers and ware¬ 
housemen employed by long-dis¬ 
tance truckers. 

The mechanics will drop to 44 
hours and the other categories 
to 45 hours after June 30, 1969, 
until June SO, 1971. 

REGULAR HOURS 

Office workers must come 
under the regular 40-hour week 
as of July 1 this year. 

Nicholson said the labor 
department is also planning reg¬ 
ulations under the labor safety 
code to require drivers to main¬ 
tain • log book and undergo pe¬ 
riodic medical examinations.

WASHINGTON (CP) - U.S. 
state secretaries “on a number 
of occasions" have denied ex¬ 
tradition of American citizens 
despite affiianativs recommen¬ 
dations from extradition magis¬ 
trates, a state department 
spokesman says. 

This and other information 
was Issued Wednesday in toe 
wake of questions about the 
case at Hal C. Banks, former 
leader of the Canadian Seafar¬ 
ers’ International Union. 

Ontario had sought to have 
Banks extradited to face a perju¬ 
ry charge arising out of a royal 
commission i n vestigation o f 
Cheat Lakes violence. State Sec¬ 
retary Daan Rusk an March 13 
ruled that Banks should not be 
extradited, despite an affirma¬ 
tive finding by U.S, Commission 
er S. T. Abruzzo after a long 
bearing in a Brooklyn court. 

Rusk Tuesday reaffirmed his 
decision that Banks cannot be 
extradited on the particular 
charge against him. He turned 
down Canadian requests for re¬ 
consideration or submission of 
the question to international ar¬ 
bitration.

The possibility of Kennedy's j 
entry in the Hoosier Demo¬ 
cratic presidential popularity ’ 
contest became a probability as 1 
his backers announced he would 1 
arrive here by plane shortly 1 
before 5 p.m. PST today. 

Kennedy will speak briefly at 
Weir Cook municipal airport, 
according to Michael Riley, heed 
of the Indiana Kennedy for Presi¬ 
dent organisation. 

BOTH TALKS 

In Provo, Utah Wednesday, 
Kennedy stressed economic 
issues and Vietnam. And despite 
two editorials in the Brigham 
Young university campus news¬ 
paper The Daily Universe, 
blasting the candidate, more 
than 12,000 persons jammed the 
auditorium to hear him speak. 

In both tafia Kennedy empha¬ 
sized there has been too much 
g o vemment involvement in 
local affairs and called for 
incentives to private enterprise. 

He said he was opposed to 
unilateral withdrawal from 
South Vietnam, also decrying 
corruption among Saigon offi¬ 
cials. 

In Chicago, Sen. McCarthy 


warned businessmen the U.S. 
must be prepared to move 
toward wartime economic con¬ 
trols if Vietnam costa continue 
to skyrocket. 

He said much of the inflation 
and many of the other economic 
ills afflicting the U.S. have risen 
"directly or indirectly" from the 
jwar. 

Meanwhile, a "Draft Rocke¬ 
feller*’ movement was launched 
Wednesday in Albany, N.Y., by 
the New’York Republican state 
committee. Rockefeller spoke 
and said, “We've got to get this 
country back on the track 
where we belong." But he also 


reiterated he is not an active 
candidate. 

At the same time in Washing¬ 
ton, President Johnson lashed 
out at pussy-footers. 

Declaring that “the time for 
excuses has ended," he 
appealed to the House “to quit 
fiddlm’ and piddlin' *' and pass 
the Senate’s civil right-open 
housing bill. 

"The time for action is here," 
he said at a White House bill- 
signing ceremony. “We must 
protect every citizen of this land 
in the exerclss of his civil 
rights," 

The bill which Johnson signed, 


also a civil rights measure, Is 
designed to eliminate any racial 
discrimination in the selection 
of federal court juries. It would 
do tills by requiring random 
choice of jurors from a fair 
cross-section of the community. 

Johnson called the bill “a 
very good step on a very proud 
Journey." 

But he said Me was already

Law, like rationality, la a 
necessary and vital force for 
C human betterment. It is a 
valuable weapon, for it can 
coerce our wont nature by 
whipping It into better shape. 
Legislation for human pro¬ 
gress is a significant and 
Indispensable tool of the hu¬ 
mane society. 

Yet toe law cannot become 
a subritute for human win, for 
it functions only negatively, 
only when it has been broken. 
The crucial problem in toe 
moral life of man centres 
upon toe positives, not the 
negatives; not only upon overt 
actions but upon covert inten¬ 
tions. 

* * * 

Too often, law but enshrines 
the lowest of our common 
denominators and necessarily 
avoids dealing with the 
“imagination of our heart" — 
toe truly crucial centre of our 
moral or immoral activities. 

Once, to toe Sale goes, a 
plague raged among the 
animals. The lion, ruler of the 
a nimal world, determined to 


set up court to discover who 
amoog h i s subjects had 
sinned, and was thus respon¬ 
sible for bringing the dreaded 
pestilence upon torn aH. 

AH of the animals were 
summoned to appear before 
hia majestic and august 
presence to confess their 
wrong-doing. The tiger, toe 
wolf, end toe bear openly 
admitted that they had 
maimed, destroyed, and hilled 
animals and humans, without 
a shred of mercy. 

★ * * 

Despite their voluntary 
admission they were exoner¬ 
ated from all blame by the 
judge. Said the Hon: "You are 
held guiltless since you have 
only done what is expected of 
you."

When the ttrong use toe law 
as U it were intended to 
"protect" them from toe 
week, they destroy Its spirit, 
using tt to abuse it. 

Often, law gives unethical 
majorities legal but immoral 
power. Inevitably, there is an 


ethical lag between law and 
the achievement of a more 
humane aoeiety. 

For all these reasons, toe 
world, for its humanity, 
depends upon its majorities 
more than upon its minori¬ 
ties; more upon toe weak 
than on the strong. Power 
corrupts man, distorts his 
vision, deflects Ids moral 
sense. 

Instead of seeking to protect 
toe unprotected,, toe powerful 
turn toe tables an them, 
exploit their weakness, make 
a Joke of their frailty, 

♦ * i* • 

But ultimately history foils 
toe mighty because it is 
hinged to toe law of "measure 
tor measure.” The strong 
ones may grow from strength 
to strength only to trip over 
their own power lines. 

Athens survived but Sparta 
fell, just as toe ant thrives 
still, kmg after the dinosaur 
has toppled into cbUvion. The 
meric can aurvfva to inherit 
while toe mighty fall under 
their own weight. 


iGarden Notes 


Take a Chance 


_By M. V. OKE8NTJT 

I have been getting quite a few 
letters this past few weeks askings 
whether it is safe yet to plant out 
dahlias. I am finding it extraordinarily 
difficult to answer these letters, for I 
have no crystal ball to teD me what the 
weather holds in store for us, and about 
aB I can do is weigh ihe chances one 
way and another. 

On the one hand, dahlia topgrowth 
can be killed overnight by Just a touch 
of frost, and certainly we are not out 
of the woods yet as far as frost is 
concerned; I keep remembering the 
beating our strawberries took from a 
late spring frost back to 1965. 

On the other hand, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to hold back tha 
dahlia tubers. Even when stared in a 
very cool basement, they are sprouting 
strongly, and unless we can get them 
Into toe ground pretty soon, they won’t 
be any good. 

* * * 

Of the two hazards — frost and 
premature sprouting — frost is tha 
easier to control. The tubers themselves 
wfll oocne to no harm underground, for 
frosts at tills time of the year do not 
penetrate below tha surface. And tha 
shoots are to danger only after they 
have emerged above around. 

Even after the first dahlia shoots 
emerge, tt is possible to protect them if 
local ground frosts are forecast You 


can get out there with the bos and 
mound them up with soil temporarily, 
for Instance, or cover them overnight 
with cartons. I would say, then, that the 
wise policy la to wait aa late as you 
dare, but to get the tubers planted 
before the sprouts are an inch long. 

It Is weH to keep this sprouting 
business in mind, too, when you are 
buying dahlia bdba. Look them over 
carefully and pass up any with long, 
skinny, pale shoots to favor of those 
which are Just starting to sprout. Most 
good dealers and almost all the 
catalogue dahlia specialists have facili¬ 
ties nowadays for storir* their tubers 
under controlled conditions to prevent 
premature sprouting. 

★ * * 

I hesitate to recommend any spccifia 
varieties, as this is so much a matter of 
personal preference. I DO have soma 
notes to my little black book, though, 
concerning dahlias that caught my eye 
and captured my admiration last 
simmer. This notebook, I might say, is 
something of a bone of contention in our 
family, for on holiday trips and visits to 
other cities, I am always scribbling 
away making notes on plants I see in 
public gardens whMe my family be¬ 
comes restive, wanting to get on with 
the pleasures of vacation. 

I can’t do very much trial-and-error 
testing of the giant-size dabtiaa In my 
own garden because of limited space, so 


about the only way I can get • tine an 
the most attractive varieties is to go 
snooping Through the public gardens and 
parka and pestering the attendants with 
questions. 

One dahlia that really hit ms 
between the eyes was one called Top 
Choice. Standing about tom- feet tall, 
the id ant carries enormous heads of 
bloom, dose to 12 inches across and six 
inches deep, with heavy-textured petals 
in a startling orange-scarlet shade, each 
petal tipped with the brightest grid. 

+ * * 

Night Editor, a dahlia fa ths 
informal decorative class, is a rich 
royal ptrpla with silver reverst, held to 
regal splendor atop strong straight 
stems. The (dooms I saw must have 
been close to U inches across, and the 
bright of the plant is Just under four 
feet. 

Of all the dahlias wa saw last yaar« 
my wife’s favorite was Arab Queen — 
she goes more for pastel shades while 
my own taste runs to the bolder 
primary colors. I must admit, though, 
that Arab Queen has a breathtaking 
loveliness, fa a dear coral pink with a 
yellow centre. 

Miss Universe is more my cup of tea 
— a husky wench standing five feet tall, 
and with huge blooms of the serai- 
cactus type to a deep burnt orange 
shade, end stems almost as thick as 
your middle finger.

increase of ovarian cancer 
during the past 100 year*. 

Suspected since 1963 of being 
involved in the rise of lung 
cancer, its implication In cancer 
of the ovaries, however, is 
relatively new. 

Doctors associating asbestos 
with both ovarian and lung 
dancer noted that usa of the 
material has increased a thou¬ 
sand times since the turn of the 
eentury. 

COMMON USES 

And delegates attending an 
American Cancer Society 
seminar here were told asbestos 
gets Into the air from: 

Can; brake linings, air con¬ 
ditioning systems In which it is 
used for filtering. Insulating 
material used for heating ducts 
and wiring, plastic floor tile snd 
many other common uses. 

"It la ubiquitous in our 
environment,” said Dr. John 
Graham of tile Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute, State Uni¬ 
versity of New York at Buffalo, 
“and it is virtually indestruct¬ 
ible.” 

During a speech Dr. Grham 
noted the serious and growing 
problem of cancer of the ovary 
by pointing out It now ranks 
third in cancer deaths among

This diplomatic confronta¬ 
tion with Czechoslovakia's 
neighboring ally In the Soviet 
bloc gave new proof of the 
growing tensions that have 
arisen between the new pro¬ 
gressive regime of Communist 
Party leader Alexander 
Dubcek and the more ortho¬ 
dox Communists in the neigh¬ 
boring eastern European 
countries. 

The Prague government 
was protesting against a 
strong attack by Kurt Hager

Germany and isolating 
Czechoslovakia from East

Kaunda Is a born leader 
who appears to stand head 
and shoulders above any 
con ceivable challenger In 
terms of personality, charac¬ 
ter and ability. Party quarrels 
have intensified of late but 
Kaunda remains far above 
them and is the nation's great 
unifying force. 

In private, he Is a quiet, 
thoughtful man. He dresses 
very smartly and has his 
greying hair cut much shorter 
than he once did. His diffi¬ 
culty is that he is in reality a 
moderate but is obliged to 
seem a nationalist extremist: 
yet at the same time he does 
his best to keep down the 
national temperature. 

The sense of grievance 
against Britain is already 
strong and will increase. It is 
rooted in resentment of the 
old Rhodesian federation and 
its drain of Northern Rhodes¬ 
ian wealth to Salisbury, plus 
the subsequent unfair share-out 
of federal assets.

Arab Guerrilla Backlash Expected 

Israel Braced for Defence

Israel is steeling itself for 
an all-out-offensive by Arab 
guerrillas in an apparent 
backlash from the massive 
assault on their bases in 
Jordan last week. Officials 
here seem in no mood to take 
any more raids without hitting 
back. 


Britain’s throwing away of 
her one trump card through 
announcing in advance that 
force would never be used 
against Rhodesians. 

What hope there seemed to 
be at the time of independ¬ 
ence in October, 1964, of a 
happier relationship between 
Zambia’s 4,000,000 Africans 
and the 70,000 non-Africans 
(30,000 of them Britons) has 
clearly gone for good. 

The blunt truth is that a 
great many Britons here 
today, certainly the majority, 
not only have a considerable 
contempt for Zambia's Afri¬ 
cans but also make little or no 
attempt to conceal it; at the 
same time they seem to be | 
unaware that ttre blacks at all 
levels know perfectly well 
what the prevailing white 
attitude is. 

However, the Africans 
realize that they will not be , 
able to run their country 
without white help for a long 
time to come, and the two 
races seem to be making the 
best of a distasteful but in 
many cases financially 
rewarding partnership. 

There is a certain amount 
of rather artificial mixing of 
races in bars, hotels and the 
like which comes as a shock 
immediately after the strict 
segregation in Rhodesia. But 
on the whole the races go in 
for voluntary segregation out 
of working hours. 

It is significant that the 
Zambian government does not 
allow foreign diplomats to 
issue invitations to Zambian 
ministers or officials other 
than through the foreign min¬ 
istry, and permission to 
accept such invitations is 
seldom given nowadays —- at 
system primarily intended to 
protect the Inexperienced 


Top-level discussions are 
believed to be under way to 
plan how to meet any threat. 
Sources predict action may 
reach its peak around Israel's 
Independence day May 2. 

Although any large-scale 
action similar to the massive 
puich against guerrilla bases 
in Jordan last Thursday could 
Plunge the Middle East into 


another war, such action Is 
considered unlikely at 
present. It has not been 
entirely ruled out, however. 

The guerrillas, though 
mauled in the attack on their 
bases at Karamch and Safe, 
are raiding and firing mortars 
at Israeli settlements again to 
show the Arab world they 
have not been crushed. 


Ten-Nation Parley Opens Tomorrow 

France Likely to Launch 
Bid for Monetary Reform

The world’s shaky money system facet a 
fresh challenge in Sweden this week and 
many gold speculators are playing a hunch 
something will go wrong—that Franca will 
throw a monkeywrench into the works. 

The French position at the two-day 16- 
country Stockholm meeting beginning Friday 
will be important but toe experts suggest it 
won't be crucial. 

There appears to be a general feeling 
among monetary authorities toe world is 
moving towards acceptance of an additional 
form of credit to finance world trade and 
that Stockholm may turn out to be a land¬ 
mark in that direction. 

★ * * 

What toe finance ministers and their 
central bankers will attempt at Stockholm is 
to put toe finishing touches to an agreement 
for establishing so-called special drawing 
rights which will allow members of the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund an additional line of 
credit to finance international business. 

Once confidence is established in these 
special drawing rights, they would take their 
place alongside gold, U.S. dollars and British 
sterling in the official monetary reserves of 
member countries. The pressure on the exist¬ 
ing system would be eased and all the dark 
predictions that the money system is about 
to collapse would disappear—at least for the 
moment. 

★ ★ ★ 

The trouble with toe Stockholm gather¬ 
ing is that development of an additional line 
of credit may not by itself cure toe world’s 


monetary tremor*. Confidence has been 
shaken. A number of governments have al¬ 
lowed national debts to soar, adding to to- 
fiatiaoary pressures. 

They have financed International trad¬ 
ing with money of declining value and have 
allowed large quantities of such money to 
flood the world through the harm of pay¬ 
ments deficits. 

To this extent French argument in favor 
of monetary reform is considered wise coun¬ 
sel in Europe and other parts of the world. 
The U.S. must tighten its belt and reduce its 
spending abroad If world confidence In the 
dollar is to be restored. 

4r ★ ★ 

France, of course, knows that this is 
easier said than done. If the U.S. suddenly 
slashed it* Imports, a number of exporting 
countries, including Canada, would get the 
shakes. 

An alternative measure, by which a 
number of countries would speed up tariff 
cuts mi American goods, might help U.S. ex¬ 
ports and thereby reduce the payments defi¬ 
cit, but France maintains it is “illogical” to 
ask Western Europe to bear the burden of re¬ 
dressing the U.S. balance this way. The U.S. 
must taka parallel action at home to ensure 
that it intends to live within its means. 

★ * ★ 

Among the experts this could not be con¬ 
sidered an unreasonable request in view of 
the Importance of the American dollar in 
world trade. A number of experts suggest 
France is politically motivated in her de¬ 
mands and this might Indicate she intends 
to obstruct action at Stockholm.

Zambians from the running 
white foreigners. 

Despite all its handicaps,

Jarring of Sweden, but there 
Is little hope it will achieve 
any progress in breaking the 
Middle East deadlock.

Some legislators have ques¬ 
tioned why the government 
limited last week's strike to 
the guerrilla bases and held 
the assault force from deeper 
penetration Into Jordan in a 
punishing show of force. 

Intelligence reports Indicate 
the build-up of guerrilla 
groups, which last Thursday's 
raid was aimed as smashing, 
is continuing at a fast pace as 
young Arabs clamor to join.

Reports from Amman, Jor¬ 
dan's capital, indicate the 
guerrillas now control most of 
the east bank at the Jordan 
River, the springboard for 
their attacks.

Of aex chromosomes. The eex chromosomes are eoe of 23 
pairs la human cells, and la women are called XX, aa they 
are Identical, and la men XY, since they differ from one 
another. Abnormalities can occur, and Iheanmong the many 
possible combination* are two known as XXY (aa extra 
female chromosome) or XYY (an extra male chromosome). 

It was the latter combination, XYY, that Hugoa possessed. 
What struck his examiners was that this waa the same 
variation found moat frequently by a British research team, 
led by Dr. Patricia Jacobs, la 1888 when they were able to 
examine the chromosome content of men detained la crim¬ 
inal mental hospitals. They also found that the XXY men 
were nn average alx Inches taller than the other lama tea.
